Taylor Aims High Court Plea 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala.—(4)—Sen. Glen H. Taylor, Democrat, 
Idaho ... at left above conferring with Atty. Morer Montgom- 
ery ... laid the groundwork yesterday for his promised high 
court test of laws requiring separation of whites and Negroes. 

Obvious moves to that end came during the first day’s hearing 
of Taylor’s appeal of a Police Court conviction here last March 4. 

Taylor, a candidate for Vice President on the Henry Wallace 
ticket last November, was fined $50 and sentenced to 180 days 
in jail. The charge was disorderly conduct. The jail sen- 
tence was suspended. 

The Idaho Senator, sporting a bright red necktie and in appar- 
ent good humor, said he would “fight this case to the U. S. 
Supreme Court if necessary.” 

Only three witnesses were heard yesterday. 
jury and special pleadings took most of the day. 

Attorneys for Taylor sought first to have the charge against 
him dismissed. Arthur D. Shores, Birmingham Negro attor- 
ney, offered a motion asserting that Taylor’s arrest and convic- 
tion resulted from the segregation laws. He contended these 
laws violate the Constitution. 

These laws here require separate entrances for whites and 
Negroes. Judge George Lewis Bailes overruled the motion to 
dismiss, which then was filed on a defense exception from that 


ruling.

Patman Wants To Force Dividend Hike 


WASHINGTON—Rep. Wright Patman, of Texas, Chairman of the House Small Business Com- 
mittee, has started a campaign to force the corporations of the country to pay out more of their 


earnings to stockholders. 


To that end he has asked the Bureau of Internal Revenue and the House 


Ways and Means Committee to make a careful analysis of corporate returns for the past three years 
to determine whether excess earnings have been withheld in violation of Section 102 of the Revenue 


Code. : 

The Texas Congressman contends that cor- 
porations should be required to pay out in divi- 
dends at lest two-thirds of their current earn- 
ings, a ratio that was customary before the war. 
Actually, nothing like this amount has been re- 
ceived by stockholders during the past three lush 
postwar years. 

Under one pretense or another, chiefly on the 
grounds that the funds are needed for plant ex- 
pansion, most corporations have been withhold- 
ing far more of their earnings than are being 
paid to investors... The very opposite should be 
true. 


Rep. Patman points out, for example, that 
in the years 1948-1947-1946 corporate earn- 
ings amounted to almost $52,000,000,000. If 
two-thirds of these earnings had been paid 
out in dividends, as was customary before 
the war, stockholders would have received 
some $35,000,000,000. What they were paid 
was actually considerably less than half, or 
$19,713,000,000. The rest of the money was 
kept in the corporation treasuries to fatten 
their tills. 


What this means to the taxpayers of the 
country is apparent on the face of things. Divi- 
dends from stockholders means that much in 
earnings will not be taxed, thus imposing a 
heavier burden on the rest of the taxpayers. 

After the tax reduction bill passed by Con- 
gress at the last session, plus the heavy ex- 
penditures of European relief and national de- 
fense, the Government is now threatened with a 
deficit this year. To meet that possible deficit 
President Truman has found it necessary to ask 
that some $4,000,000,000 of the taxes be restored. 
Either that, it seems, or we are faced with a fur- 
ther period of deficit financing—something that 
would be demoralizing to American business. 

The amount of dividends. withheld by the 
corporations which shareholders had a right to 
expect comes to some $15,000,000,000. If this 
had been paid out, more than enough tax would 
have been collected by the Treasury to meet the 
threatened deficit. Hence if a new tax increase 
becomes necessary it will be due almost entirely 
to the failure of the corporations, now enjoying 
the most prosperous’times in al] history, to dis- 
charge their obligations to stockholders. 

To justify their niggardly policy, some of the 
corporations complain that they are unable to get 
equity capital for expansion and consequently 
are having to finance such operations through 


earnings. The answer to that is that investors 
will naturally refuse to put their monéy in stocks 
when the corpofations show no disposition to re- 
lease a fair share of earnings in dividends. If 
you are a stockholder in a company it does not 
matter much how much money the company 
earns, if the earnings are not to be paid out 
in dividends. A person might better put his 
money in Government bonds, where a stable re- 
turn is assured and where there is no risk of 
losing the investment. 

To invest in a common stock carries the risk 
of losing one’s capita] outright. Venture money 
of the kind has a right to demand a full partici- 
pation in the earnings on the customary basis 
as compensation for the risk. And, besides, the 
Treasury needs the tax that would be collected 
on the dividends withheld to avoid a deficit. 


There is a suspicion in some quarters that 
the policies of a few corporations are domi- 
nated by big stockholders who do not want 
large dividends paid out because of the high- 
er tax brackets that would apply te them. 
That would not be true of the great mass of 
stockholders who have invested their sav- 
ings with an idea of current returns. 


Whatever the cause, Rep. Patman’ has sug- 
gested something which the Internal Revenue 
Bureau and congressional committees‘can well 
afford to look into, It is not alone that stock- 
holders are being gyped by many of the big 
corporations. An important source of tax rev- 
enue is being shut off. It could easily be. the 
difference in whether all of us will be called on 
to pay additional taxes or not.

I was reading Joe Louis’ story. A smart 
ghost writer helped with it. The smart ghosts 
don’t change much. They take the man’s own 

words and put them down. Reading this, you know Louis told 
it and the ghost had enough feel for words to keep it Louis’ story. 


He was writing about his first big fight in New York. He said: 
“I climbed into the ring and looked around. I saw the most people 
I ever saw in one place at one time. There was more than 60,000. 
This was my first fight in New York and this was the night I 
remember best in all my fighting. If you was ever a raggedy kid 
and you come to something like that night, you’d know... .” 


Once a man of high position asked me to put into words the 
essence of “the American system.” I tried and tried. I couldn’t 
do it. Joe Louis has almost done it in that paragraph, and’ with the 
sentence: “If you was ever a raggedy kid and you come to some- 
thing like that night... .” 


Dem se Once I was talking to Jack Dempsey back in the days 
Pp Y when he was the champion. I asked him what was the 
most important factor in his climb to the title. “Wanting it and 
what it would buy,” he said. “Remembering all the lonely, hun- 
gry days and nights and wanting the company, the food, the clothes, 
the lights the money would buy and the doors it would open.” 


I guess that is, in its way, the essence of what the system in 
this country means. It is a country which provides an incentive 
to try to keep on climbing, not to be a “success,” but to use what 
the Lord gave you and cash in on it in terms of the set of values a 
man has—and provides the opportunity for those who want it bad 
enough. But back of it must be the quality of wanting and there 
must also be the proper values if what is attained is to endure or 
have any savor in the mouth. * 


Power The power of wanting something more drives some on 

to great riches which they cannot use because values 
were not associated with ability. It brings modest accomplish- 
ments and great. The person who has that drive won’t lose it read- 
ily. Sometimes sorrow and grief, worry and tragedy, will destroy 
it in suicide or, perhaps sadder, let it flicker out like a candle stub. 
Sometimes a man breaks his heart trying to find a way. But, more 
often than not, this cquntry has provided opportunity for those 
who want to get out there at the plate and take their swings. 


Swings I’ve seen little girls starve and go shabby in clothes 

and shoes until they whipped the words in line for 
the book that was in them. I’ve watched kids in ballet rehearsals 
in New York who had behind them long years of eating peanut 
butter crackers for dinner and hundreds of weary hours of prac- 
tice at nights when muscles were already tired from working all 
day. I’ve seen the actors and actresses who kept on trying. And 
got there. I’ve seen the same drama in a department store. And 
in ‘the newspaper business I’ve watched those who were always 
trying to work themselves on into the next job. 


You can see every day the same sort of drive Joe Louis was 
talking about—“If you was ever a raggedy kid—” The rags aren’t 
necessary. But dreams are. And if values go along with the dream 


then it really is good. 
Mail I got to thinking this way after going through some mail 
and picking up the Joe Louis story galleys sent out by a 
syndicate. In the mail there had been a stupid letter from a 
woman who said she knew she could get to be a writer if she 
could get someone with pul] to get the editors to look at her manu- 
scripts. She said she knew they never looked at stuff they got 
in the mail. 

It is odd how many there are who think that. Actually, a good 
half the stories and articles most magazines publish “come over 
the transom,” as they say. And every manuscript is read with 
hope. Just that day I had had lunch with a young lady whose 
second book was in her publisher’s hands. I recall how I first 
heard of her. I was in a New York publisher’s house on a visit. 
“We are excited,” he said, “about an unsolicited manuscript we 
got in the mail a few weeks ago. It is from an Atlanta girl.” 
He told me her name. I didn’t know her. I looked her up when 
I got back home. She had been doing hard, obscure work for 
years. She wasn’t a raggedy kid, but she had had to pinch the 
nickels hard! She had the dream, values and the hard seed of 
ability which she had been tending a long time to make it begin 
to grow.

Mr. Acheson in the Big Time 


WASHINGTON—Dean G. Acheson is about to meet his first 
test as Secretary of State representing this country on the very 
highest level of international negotiation. Ernest Bevin and Robert 
Schuman are officially coming to Washington for the formal un- 
veiling of the Atlantic Pact. But while the British and French 
Foreign Ministers are here, Acheson will also try to get agreement 
on the German problem. This\will be his first test and, it must 
be added, none could be ifficult. 

During the last year, while nobody worried and everybody 
squabbled, the German problem has been allowed to become shock- 
Britain, France and the United States agreed at Lon- 
don over 12 months ago to create a West German government, and 
to merge their zones of German occupation. Since then, however, 
nothing has been done to carry out the London agreement, or 
to find some other way to liquidate the increasingly pernicious 
system of direct military government of Germany. 

Within Germany, the political effects of this allied aimlessness 
are already grave. They will shortly become disastrous if the 
dissension continues. Acheson has got to achieve some sort of prac- 
tical solution. Yet ne nas aimost all the cards stacked against 


him in the effort now ahead of him. 
Doubt To begin at the beginning, the American policymakers 
were far from agreed, until] the last hair’s breadth 
moment, just what the German solution ought to be. Mr. Acheson 
himself had not followed German policy closely before he took 
office. He was influenced by the barrage of propaganda against 
Gen. Lucius D. Clay. And_he was even inclined to regard the 
whole plan of a West German government as a sort of brass hat 
fantasy. The State Department planning staff was also having a 
period of acute doubt on this crucial point. There was actually 
a moment when the project we fought for so hard at London was 
in danger of being abandoned. 

Just to complicate matters further, the State Department policy- 
makers had their eyes fixed on the relatively starry problem of 
integrating Germany of the future into an organized Europe of 
the future. But the policymakers of the Defense Department 
were more preoccupied ‘with the dusty details of German admin- 
istration. They wanted to be sure, for instance, that the French 
would not be able to sabotage the whole new design for Germany 
by running their zone in disregard of the paper agreement. 

To cap the climax, the new German section of the State De- 
partment, headed by Ambassador Robert Murphy, was just in 
process of being set up. For weeks, therefore, there was a positive 
maelstrom of. drafts and counter-drafts, conferences, informal dis- 
cussions and special studies. From all] this, with his usual clear- 
headedness, Acheson now seems to have won through to the heart 
of the matter. He will not go into the meeting as completely 
briefed as he might be, but he has a lawyer’s talent for absorbing 
a problem quickly. And he will at least have a fully agreed policy 
paper in his pocket. 


Arms The finishing touches were given to this paper when 

State Department planner, George Kennan, returned 
from studying the situation on the spot in Berlin. The aims are 
now, very briefly, to set up the West German government and 
merge the three Western zones, as agreed at London; and further, 
to provide that this new Western Germany may later become an 
integral part of a united Europe. The American program at least 
is sensible. 

But Bevin and Schuman must approve the American program. 
For his part, it was only on the ocean that Foreign Secretary Bevin 
promised to stay over in Washington long enough to discuss Ger- 
many more than casually. He is not as yet accompanied by the 
technical experts without whom the British never really reach 
major decisions. 


Schuman the most sensible of all French leaders on the Ger- 
man problem. His hand has been greatly strengthened by the 
recent French elections, with their resounding centrist victory. This 
victory will also nullify the most persuasive of al] the French 
arguments against practical measures in Germany, which has always 
been the rather ghoulish chant, “DeGaulle (or the Communists) 
will get us if you don’t watch out.” The fact that Schuman wants 
so is attested by his intention to stay here much longer than 

evin.

To complete the list of complications, the experts think the 
Soviets are getting ready to terminate the Berlin blockade. But 
if this is correct, the Kremlin will probably try to use the end of

Why Suppress Reports on Bikini Tests? - 


WASHINGTON—Rep. Melvin Price, Democrat, Illinois, has assailed the joint chiefs of staff for 
continuing to suppress reports on the Bikini atomic bomb tests despite the fact that the information has 


been made public in a privately published book. A member of. both the House 


Services Com- 


mittee and the Joint Committee on Atomic Energy, Price charged that the book was written and pub- 
lished by the official historian of the task force that conducted the historic tests. 


“The book was written at the direction of 
Adm. Blandy, who was chief of this joint task 
force,” Price declared. “The book has pictures 
and a foreword by the Admiral. It seems very 
peculiar that this book, containing a great deal 
of information, should be allowed to be published 
by a commercial concern while the official reports 
are not made available. 


“There is something fishy about this. 
There is a strong suspicion in Congress that 
the military want to play down the cataclys- 
mic destructive powers of the A-bomb, so 
that their demand for conventional weapons 
will be approved. The situation has all the 
earmarks of an appropriation grab.” 


In support of this contention, Price pointed 
out that Adm. Blandy, in his foreword to the 
privately published book, stresses the fact that 
the “atomic bomb is not just another weapon.” 

“Blandy says that the Bikini bomb did more 
than sink five ships in the first test and nine 
ships in the second test,” Price declared, “Blandy 
says that radiation penetrated the hulls of these 
vessels and killed animals hidden in their holds. 
Why should such information be considered se 
cret? Why shouldn’t the public be told about 
this? Why all the mystery, particularly when 
there actually is no mystery any more?” 


Price pointed out that the joint chiefs of staff 
have complete power to determine how much in- 
formation should be made public. 

“They are not being asked to reveal secrets,” 
Price said. “No one is demanding that they make 
public any classified information. That isn’t the 
issue at all. The joint chiefs know perfectly well 
what should be made public and what should be 
kept secret. What Congress arid the public want 
is the information that can be published. That’s 
the whole question. 

“It is silly to suppress information that is al- 


ready pretty widely known. This privately pub- 
lished book, with a foreword by Adm. Blandy, 
is a striking example of this. It undermines con- 
fidence in the intelligence and sincerity of our 
military leaders. They are making themselves 
nay U. S. look foolish in the eyes of the 
world.” . 

As an illustration of this, Price cited the fact 
that a number of foreign scientists attended the 
oe tests and know a great deal about the A- 

mb. 


“Many of these foreign scientists are now 
back in their own countries,” Price declared. 
“There is no way for our military te 
them. These scientists, presumably, 
veal any information they want to. 
they are all from friendly powers, we 
take it for granted that no vital secrets will 
be divulged. But they are fully conversant 
with what happened at Bikini, yet our own 
people are kept in ignorance. That doesn’t 

e sense to me.” 


Price disclosed that he has conferred with Dr. 
David Bradley, a leading atomic scientist, on 
plans to force publication of an official report on 
Bikini. Bradley participated in those tests and 
_ strongly urged publication of an official re- 
port. 

“I know of no atomic scientist who took part 
in these tests who does not favor letting the pub- 
lic know about the fearful effects of atomie 
weapons,” Price said. “These scientists have been 
urging that for a long time. They are patriotie 
and sincere Americans, and I think they are just 
as capable as the military to determine what the 
American public should or should not know about 
this all-important matter. There is too much high- 
handed military domination in our affairs. The 
record proves very conclusively that the military 
are not infallible.”

And yet the attitude seems not only unlike us, 
but it all seems an affront to the sound sense of 
the American people to fear the quick passage 
through our country of only 18 Communists, all 
of whom work in the arts and not politics, and 
therefore a bit naive about politics. They would, 
it is presumed, have the local police watching 
them wherever they went, so we would be pro- 
tected, and they would feel at home. 

If they said from the platform elsewhere what 
they said.in their New York meetings, we need 
have no qualms that any of our people would 
become tainted or indoctrinated. And while they 
_ very likely would get delegations of pickets 


wherever they went, that being an old American 
custom, it is probable that the folks out in the 
country, who are courteous and hospitable, would 
raise far less ruckus than some in New York did. 


On the other hand, it might be a good 
thing to haye even this small group of for- 
eign Communists, only seven of whom are 
Russians, take a good look at our country and 
our happy and prosperous and free ptople 
and get rid of lots of notions they read in 
their newspapers and hear over their radios. 
It would be a fine opportunity for us to do 
some proselyting, and merely by giving them 


a look. 

It som phew help our own people to see some Rus- 
t they do not wear long black 
ma i or py Bree or shoot fire out-of their 
mouths, but are just people like ourselves. That 
might help us to distinguish between the Russian 
people and the rulers in the Kremlin, and bridge 
the gap that is growing wider and wider every

is high they let their political masters every- 
where know that. To do that effectively people 
must have contact with each other. As it is, we 
are shutting ourselves behind barriers, behind 

Iron Curtains, if you please. 

This is the Spring season, the season of bud- 
ding flowers, and beginning again, and good will, 


and the time when the circus comes around once 


more, and the parade goes by, with the animals 
and the clowns, and the calliope fills the streets 
with sounds and memories. 

It is doubtful that 18 Communists would be 
near as exciting as the bearded lady or the thin 
man or those daring souls who climb up on each 
other’s backs and balance on poles as the gentle 
men underneath the whole pack rides a bicycle 
across a wire way up at the top of the tent. 

An afternoon at the circus would help the 
whole world.

The Yukon, Flatwheel and Northern 


WASHINGTON—Things are looking up a little on the Yukon, Flatwheel and Northern, Uncle 
Samuel’s railroad in Alaska. She only jumps the track now about three times a week. This is real 
progress. Two years ago the trains of this incredible railway left the rails at least thrice daily and, 
with passengers screaming, skittered across the frozen tundra like choo-choos in a Walt Disney movie. 
The bridges then were wobbly because of the: termites, the coaches sagged in the middle, and an engi- 


neer on the Alaskan railroad had to be a brave man.

General Manager J. P. Johnson, who ran the 
world’s worst railroad for the Interior Depart- 
ment, told Congress then it was so decrepit it 
should be junked. Either that, he said, or spend 
$34,000,000 to lay 539 miles of track that wouldn’t 
break under weight of a train, and buy some 
new locomotives which wouldn’t-explode when 
the engineer pulled the throttle. He got the 


money. 


Now he’s back with a progress report. 
The job’s not quite half finished and he esti- 
mates that the total cost will be $74,000,000. 
The members of the Appropriations Subcom- 
mittee were aghast. How come? 


Well, sir, said Johnson, his experts guessed 
wrong back in 1946. The Army gave him a lot 
of business he didn’t expect and in the last two 
years construction costs have soared 31 percent. 
That isn’t all. * 

He can’t keep the help working on the rail- 
road. He hires 3,000 men and while he’s doing 
it, 2,000 quit. This is because mostly they own 
gold mines of their own, or salmon boats, which 
are more profitable still. 


“You take, for instance, during the salmon 
run,” moaned railroader Johnson, “an em- 
ployee can go out and make all the way 
from $6,000 to $8,000 in a month to six 
weeks of fishing. They will quit and go fish- 
ing and then come back to the railroad 


again.”

And, furthermore, he continued, the presi- 
dents of railroads about the same size as his 
earn far more. He had ’em listed. He said the 
boss of the Delaware and Hudson got $75,000 and 
the vice president $35,000. 

He said he’d been trying for a year to hire 
an assistant general manager, but.no good oper- 
ator would take the job for the $12,000 it pays. 


Then there were. this Winter’s snows. 

One 
was snowed under with its crew and ff it 
hadn’t had a radio in the caboose (bought 
with part of that $74,000,000) all hands 
would have been smothered to death.

BOB CONSIDINE 


Mr. Churchill Stands by His — 


BOSTON—When he arrived in the U.S. last week, chiefly to make the speech he’ll deliver at MIT 
. in Cambridge today, Winston Churchill was asked if he still stood by his remarks at Fulton, Mo. The 
reference, of course, was to the pronouncements he delivered on March 5, 1946, on the occasion of his 
being awarded a degree by Westrhinster College. President Truman, who has now bowed out of an 
opportunity to speak at MIT following Churchill, introduced him on the momentous day in Missouri. 

Churchill, on arrival in New York the other day, answered that he saw nothing in recent history 


to make him regret the charges and predictions he made in Missouri. 


understated the case in the first place. 

Since it did so much to mark a vigorous cleav- 
age in the relations of the West and Russia, and 
mark Churchill himself as a kind of public enemy 
No. 1 in Soviet Russia, the Fulton speech deserves 
some re-examination. 


It will be remembered in history as the 
unveiling of what has become a part of the 
languages of the earth—the “Iron Curtain.” 
Staring over his horned-rimmed glasses from 
time to time, he had been speaking in general 
terms of the “tyranny” that still was loose in 
the postwar world. o 


..-Itis-my duty to place before you certain 
facts about the present position in Europe,” he 


an. 

“From Stettin to the Baltic to Trieste in the 
Adriatic, an Iron Curtain has descended across 
the continent. Behind that line lie all the capitals 
of the ancient states of Central and Eastern Eu- 
rope. Warsaw, Berlin, Prague, Vienna, Budapest, 
Belgrade, Bucharest and Sofia, all these famous 
cities and the populations around them lie in what 
I might call the Soviet sphere, and all are subject, 


He added that perhaps he had 


in one form or another, not only to Soviet influ- 
ence but to a very high and in some cases in- 
creasing measure of control from Moscow. 

“Police governments are pervading from Mos- 
cow. But Athens alone, with its_immortal glories, 
is free to decide its future at an election under 
British, American and French observation. 

“The Russian-dominated Polish government 
has been encouraged to make enormous and 
wrongful inroads upon Germany, and mass ex- 
pulsions of millions of Germans on a scale griev- 
ous and undreamed-of are now taking place. 


“The Communist parties which were very 
small in all these Eastern states of Europe 
have been raised to pre-eminence and power 
far beyond their numbers and are secking 
everywhere to obtain totalitarian control. Po- 
lice governments are prevailing in nearly 
every case, and so far, except in Czechoslo- 
vakia, there is no true democracy.” 


In broader terms Churchill said, “A shadow 
has fallen upon the scenes so lately lighted by the 
Allied victory. Nobody knows what Soviet Russia 
and its Communist international organization in- 
tends to do in the immediate future, or what are 
the limits, if any, to their expansive and prose- 
lytizing tendencies.” 

| After speaking of “my wartime comrade, Mar- 
shal Stalin,” Churchill said: 

“I do not believe that Soviet Russia desires 
war. What they desire is the fruits of war and 
the indefinite expansion of their powers and doc- 
trines .. . our difficulties will not be removed... 
by a policy of appeasement, 


“From what I have seen of our Russian 
friends and allies, during the war, I am con- 
vinced that there is nothing they admire so 
much as strength, and there is nothing for 
which they have less respect than weakness, 
hors acme military weakness.” 


He concluded hopefully. “If we adhere faith- 

to the charter of the United Nations,” he 
cried, “and walk forward in sedate and sober 
strength, seeking no one’s land or treasure, seek- 
ing to lay no arbitrary control upon the thoughts 
of men, if all British moral and material forces 
and convictions are joined with your own in fra-
